Harris, swore out an affidavit against 
her charging that with premediated 
malice she attempted to inflict a vio­ 
lent injury upon her. 
The trial was 
set for this afternoon. 
The Brannan woman during the a f­ 
fray received a deep cut upon her 
right hand which she said was inflitt­ 
ed by a knife held by her son, Bert 
Harris. 


The case of I. 0. Fox against H o - , 
ward Railing, in which the latter was 
charged with obtaining money under 
false pretenses, was heard in Justice 
Congdon’s court this morning and the 
defendant was bound over to court 
under a bond of $100. 
The charge is 
quite a serious one for if proven in 
the circuit court the defendant s ta n d s 
a good chance of going to the peni- 
tentia ry. 
According to the evidence it seems 
that Railing sold some furniture to 
Mr. Fox, who runs, a second hand 
store, and received $15 for it.

short time later Railing’s 
wife 
re­ 
plevied the goods and they were re­ 
turned to her by the 
second hand | 
dealer. 
Fox then swore out the affi- j 
davit against Railing charging the de- I 
fendant with obtaining money under 
false pretenses. 
The second hand 
dealer told the court that when he 
bought the goods he was assured that 
they belonged to Mr. Railing and that 
he would not have bought them had j 
he known that it was not satisfactory j 
to his wife.

The hands o f gypsies frequently 
visit this city and are often insulting! 
in their demands for money.

near North Vernon when he refused 
to comply with their requests. 
Dan M. Link, a member of the state 
hoard of tax 
commissioners, 
says 
that a license fee tax is levied on 
gypsies in Virginia. 
He says the 
law keeps them out of the state. The 
Virginia law levies a tax of $200 on 
each company of gypsies 
or other 
trolling company of persons “ who 
receive reward for pretending to tell 
fortunes.” A tine of $500 is assessed 
for failure to comply with the law.

son of New York.

the discussion favored the recommen­ 
dations advanced by the New York 
specialist, but opinions differed as to 
the manner of eliminating weak chil­ 
dren and bringing Into the world only 
the strong. 
There was no difference of opinion 
as if) v^ien the steps of preventing 
such births were to he taken —all lie- 
fore the beg inning of conception.

Hutchinson held this method of con­ 
trolling tiie standard of birth could be

The tem per exhibited by Mena and 
his ally, Zeledon, form er m in ister of 
w ar under Zelaya, has led to the belief 
th a t they persisted in the intention of 
forcing opposition to the progress of 
th e Am ericans, 
in that case an e n ­ 
gagem ent lias tak< n place. 
Officia1» 
here expect to receive news todav 
th a t the A m erican forces have beer, 
obliged to fight their way to Granada. 
The 
necessity 
for 
the 
American 
forces reaching Granada as soon as 
possible was emphasized in dda>e<l 
dispatches which 
have reached 
tin* 
s ta te department. 
These dispatcher- 
gave accounts of 
conditions in the 
rebel city worse than those which ex­ 
isted in the Congo or in the Putum ayo 
rubber districts of Peru. 
Minister 
W eitzel stated that he had received a 
letter from Pedro E. Cuadra, m in ister 
of finance, and from Carlos Cuadra 
his brother, the Nicaraguan m em b er 
of the mixed claim s commission, in 
which in th e nam e of hum anity th ey 
beg the American m inister to send re ­ 
lief to Granada. 
T hey state th a t th e y 
have learned th a t the m em bers of the 
family left yet at G ranada are being 
m ost cruelly persecuted by General 
Mena. 
This persecution, they declare, 
is solely due to the fact that they a re 
connected w ith th e present go v ern ­ 
m en t of N icaragua. 
The wife of th e 
finance m inister, they assert, is being 
hunted by M ena’s m en in o rder th a t 
she m ay be m ade prisoner and to r­ 
tured, as have been two of her b ro th ­ 
ers-in-law. 
T hese 
brothers, 
though 
they have held no public office, have 
been prisoners ever since the first day 
of M ena’s revolt, and have been su b ­ 
jected to the m ost inhum an to rtu res. 
T hey have been deprived of food for 
days at a tim e, and have been only 
perm itted to obtain it when exh austed 
for lack of nourishm ent by the pay­ 
m ent of the m ost exorbitant sum s to 
Mena. 
For five days consecutively 
they were confined in a tiny, filthy 
closet, for th re e days of which tim e 
they were allowed neither food n o r 
water. .W hen released from this co n­ 
finement they were nearly dead. T hey 
also have been informed by Colonel 
Daniel Mena that if the governm ent 
troops 
should 
attack 
Granada, 
the 
Cuadra brothers 
would 
be shot 
at 
once. 
Food supplies have been confiscated 
by tin rebels, and the population has 
been kept in a sta te of practical im ­ 
prisonment. 
Greatest anxiety is felt 
for the safety of the students at the 
French college for women in Granada. 
Most of the students are d au g h ters of 
foreign residents of Nicaragua.

U R A L decay is one of the most staggering problem s in A m erican n a ­ 
tional life. 
In the m a tte r of population alone it calls for serious a t­ 
tention. 
T he percentage of rural population in the I n;ted States has 
been steadily decreasing as follows: In 1H80 then* lived in the co un try <0.5 
per cent of the total population; in 1890, 03.9 per cent: in litoo. 59.5 per cent; 
in 1910, 53.7 per cent. 
The loss of rural population is due to economic, social and educational 
causes. 
Religion and religious institutions also play an im portant part in the 
problem. 
W e hear much these d a y s about the “country life m ovem ent.” 
Let 
it be noted that this is a different proposition from the “ back to the land” 
movement. 
It m ay be said broadly' that the first w as inaugurated for th e pur-

of natural law. 
Ju s t as the city m ust work out its ow n salvation, so the coun­ 
try will be compelled to solve its own problems.
